Aften One Conviction and Two Mis-

NEW YORK, June 18.—Judge Newberger 
this afternoon released from custody Dr. 
Samuel J. Kennedy, fixing his bail at 
$10,000. Judge Newberger fixed the bail 
this morning and it was soon forthcoming. 

Dr. Kennedy has now been tried three 
times for murdering Emeline, better 
known as Dolly, Reynolds. On the first 
trial he was convicted. Upon the last two 
trials the juries disagreed. 

Word went down to New Dorp last night 
that Kennedy would certain! home to- 
day. In anticipation of his release many of 
his friends came into the city early this 
morning to escort him home. 

District Attorney Philbin consents to 
the release of Kennedy on bail. He told Mr.

KINLOCH I$ RESTRAINED 


Judge Marshall Grants an Injunction 
to Prevent It From Using a 
Telephonic Service. 


Judge Marshall in the United States Cir- 
cult Court Tuesday morning decided that 
the Western Electric Co. of Chicago was 
entitled to an injunction restraining the 
Kinloch Telephone Co. of St. Louis from 
using the switchboard that they are using 
at present. : 

The company is allowed 30 days in which 


to comply with the court's order. 
It is said that the case will be appealed 


by the Kinloch company. 
A few weeks ago Judge Marshall ren- 


j boarded there and, Monday, 


dered a similar decision in a companion 
suit restraining the Kinloch company froin 
using a less important telephonic device. 
The contention of the plaintiff, which the 
court upheld, was that the switchboard 
now used by the Kinloch compa ny is an 
infringement of the patent of one John A. 
Seely. Seely’s switchboard allows the op- 
erator to make a connection by a single o 
eration—or by placing a plug in a single 
hole. 
One of the arguments of the defense was 
that its awitéh @ird was not an infringe- 
ment of the Seely patent, as it was di- 
vided into four parts, but the court held 
that the division of the board made no 
difference. 
As a result of the decision it is said suits 
may be filed by the Western Electrical 
Co. against other telephone companies in 
various part of the country. 
Judge Marshall's decision also allows the 
plaintiff an accounting from the defendant 


company.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 18.—The Czarina 
today gave birth to a daughter. 

The fact that the new comer is a girl is 
a disappointment. The Czar has already 


three children, all girls, and he has taken 
no pains to conceal his anxiety for an heir 
to the throne in direct line. Before the 
birth of the last daughter public prayers 
were offered that the child might prove a 
son, and so keenly did the Czar feel his 
disappointment that he kept away from 
public functions for several days. 

‘here is recalled the words he uttered 
when his first daughter, the Grand Duchess 
Olga, was born: 

“The Czarina and I are extremely pleased 
to have a daughter. This child is ours, and 
ours alone. f a son had been born he 
would have belonged to Russla.”’ 

The significance of the birth of a fourth 
daughter is apparent: when it is fre- 
membered that female heirs cannot ascenc 
the throne of Russia as iong as there is a 
single male heir. Now, the Czar has no 
sons, and the question which thousands are 
asking is: Who will succeed him on the 
throne if he should die without having any 
son? The answer to this question seems 
at first glance very easy, and yet some of 
the keenest political prophets In Burope 
would hesitate to give it. 

The present heir to the throne is un- 
questionably the Czar’s brother, Duke 
George. He, however, is said to be a con- 
firmed invalid, and, furthermore, he has 
never shown that he possesses any of those 

valifications which a ruler of all the Rus- 
sias should possess. Now, the Muscovites, 
more than any other race in Europe, are 
strong suzerains, and a 
would never find favor in their 
eyes, here is no doubt that nig would 
pay due aliegiance to Duke George if in the 
natural course of events he were called to 
the throne, but there is equally no doubt 
that they would remain restive under hiy

Some persons may think the 
question is rather premature on the ground 
that a son may yet be born to the present 
Czar. This, of course, is entirely possible, 
but European statesmen are not concern- 
ing themselves with vague future contin- 
gencies, but with cold, stern facts, and the 
fact which stares them in the face at 
present is that the Czar has no male chil- 
dren, and that the actual heir to the throne 
is ill, in all humanprobability, will never 
become Czar. 

There is, of course, always the chance 
that the Czarina, who is a young woman, 
may yet have a son, and then Russia's fut- 
ure will be, at least for some time, secure. 
Many persons throughout Europe were con- 
fident that the third child would prove to be 
the long-expected male heir, for they had 
been informed through the press that Dr. 
Schenk had been consulted by the Czarina 
and had given her instructions which could 
not fail to prove efficacious. The public, 
therefore, awaited news of the event wilh 
keen interest.

Sunday for alleged cow- 
ardice in connection with the killing of 
Patrolman Delaney Saturday night’ by 
W illiam Turner,’ was reinstated by Act- 
ing Chief of Police Gillaspy at the con- 
clusion of the coroner’s inquest Monday 
afternoon. 

Chief Gillaspy said there was nothing to 
show that Roach had been guilty of cow- 
ardice, and as he knew the latter to be 
a brave and efficient officer he was pleased 
to reinstate him. 

Lulu Turner, ayho lived with Turner, the 
negro who shot Delaney at 1315 North 
Sixth street, testified that she had heard 
Delaney tell Roach to guard the. rear en- 
trance while he entered the house. Roach 
did not hide in the basement. 

Only one witness, saw anything indicating 
‘fear in Officer Roach's conduct, this being 
James Gallagher, a tinner, who declared 
that Roach piaeed a revolver to his head 
and forced him to go through the hall with 
him. Gallagherssaid he took Officer De- 
laney’s pistol. but Capt. Boyd testified that 
he found it beside the body. 

Dr. L.. Schuckhardt of 1313 North Broad- 
way, Rosie Schneider and Jennie Bohn- 
stein of 1313 North Sixth street and Xavier 
Mulkowski of 1326 North Tenth street all 
testified that the negro fired before Officer 
Delaney drew his revolver.
